Thousands Join Army of

BLOODSHED IS NOW FEARED 


Believed the Trouble Has 


Political Aspect Owing 


the the Demand 


for Reforms, 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 19—The strike 


among the workmen, of Russia con- 
tinues to grow and is rapidly taking 
on serious proportions. This morning 
7,000 working men at the Newa hemp 
and cord factory joined the strikers 
Other laborers are expected to follow 
and it is believed by the end of the 
week that the strikers will number 
100,000. Railway employes now con- 
sider quitting work in sympathy with 
the strikers. 
The strikers arc now 


sending emissaries to other cities in 
an endeavor to make the trouble gen- 
eral throughout the country. 
Orders 


have been issued by the czar to the 
police to deal leniently with the striii 
ers, aijd not to use force unless neces- 
sary. Riots are feared. II is believed 
that the strike has a political aspect 
owing to the demands for reforms. 


Conditions in Germany. 


J3ssen, Germany, Jan. 19.—The situ- 


atlSn in the coal mining districts is be- 
coming more serious daily. The num- 


. ber of strikers officially reported now 


reaches 185,000, which is more than 
double the number who quit work in 
Germany's previous greatest strike, 
•which was the coal miners' strike of 
1889. The negotiations of the govern- 
ment commissioners thus far promise 
nothing favorable. Conferences held 
proved fruitless. 


Everything now indicates that the 


strike will be a long and bitter one. 
The question, is how long the miners 
can hold out. Next week they will re- 
ceive the pay for work done in Decem- 
ber and part of January. This, with 
contributions coming in, it is thought, 
will be sufficient for five weeks at 
least. Government officials are begin- 
ning to admit that the strike will last 
a long time, and are taking measures 
accordingly for preventing outbreaks. 
In some towns the police hav'e ordered 
that saloons be closed at an earlier 
hour than usual. Nonunion laborers 
are joining the unions in great num- 
bers, and the-miners evidently are de- 
termined to make a hard fight before 
surrendering. 


At the Centrum mine the police and 


gendarmerie were stoned and in self- 
defense drew their side arms and 
•wounded several of the strikers. At 
the Graf Bismarck mine two miners 


to work -were fired at with a 


pistol and one of tfiem was wounded 
The assailant was arrested. 


While tile Mine Owners' association 


maintains a haughty and unbending 
attitude, two of the subordinate mine 
have acceded to the miners' demands 
These are the Rhein-Preussen,_owne< 
By Herr Heinel, one of the chief coa 
magnates of Germany, and the King 
Philip. The employes of both mines 
have gone to work. 


Strike Spreading In Russia. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 19.—The strike 


situation is becoming very grave 
There are now 58,000 men out on 
etrike and the movement is spreading 
to the big cotton mills, which employ 
over 50,000 operatives. Meetings have 
been called at which the Socialistic 
Democratic leaders will use their ut 
most endeavors to convert the strike 
into a vast political demonstration 
which, at the present crisis, might 
have most serious developments. The 
authorities are adopting every precau 
tion to avoid an outbreak, but the So- 
cialistic Democrats are spurring on 
the strikers, and there is great danger 
of a collision with the troops, which 
would be almost sure to be followed 
by red-flag demonstrations, accompa- 
nied by great bloodshed. The city is 
full of sensational rumors and rioting 
is generally expected. The strikers 
are led by a priest named Gopon, who 
is idolized by the workmen and who 
represents them in negotiations with 
the employers.

Washington, Jan. 33.—The 12 arti 


cles of impeachment against Judge 
Charles Swayne of the northern dis 
trict of Florida were adopted by the 
house of representatives. The arti 
cles had been presented by the spe 
cial committee of investigation. The 
speaker was authorized to appoint 
seven members to present the case to 
the senate and conduct the impeach- 
ment proceedings before that body 
This action was the culmination of a 
debate which has been in progress for 
over a week, and which has developed 
partisan feeling and personal vitupera- 
aon. The first vote, that to table the 
first three articles, those relating to 
the falsification of expenses, went 
against Judge Swayne by the narrow 
margin of five votes. This was re- 
garded as the test vote, as the change 
regarding expenses was the only one 
incurred in by the members of the 
committee signing the minority report. 
The motion to table these articles was 
lost—1GO to 165. On rollcall these 
three articles were adopted. Articles 
4 and 5, relating to the free use of a 
private car by Judge Swayne, were 
made the subject of a separate vote, 
and adopted. Like action followed 
with regard to Articles G and 7, charg- 
ng him with nonresidence in his dis 
trict. This was the last rollcall. as 
Articles 8, 9, 10 and 
11, relating 


to the Davis-Belden contempt case, 
and Article 12, relating to the O'Neal 
contempt case, were declared adopted 
on viva voce votes.

Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 19.—Rich 


ard C.Kerens has opened up headquar 
ters here and has a corps of men work 
Ing for him. Mr. Kerens made the 
following statement: "I am here fo 
the express purpose of defeating Nied 
ringhaus. I have the votes with which 
to do it and I am going to stick to my 
purpose. I had no intention of contin 
uing the fight up to last Sunday, bu 
developments since then have ma<l< 
me determined1. I have not been 
treated right. Do not ask me to with 
draw my fight It is impossible. I am 
going to beat Niedringhaus, and I can 
do it." 


The bolt of eight Republicans pre 


vented the election of Thomas Nied 
ringhaus, caucus nominee, at the firs 
joint session of the legislature. With 
the exception of one, who cast his bal 
lot for Dr. Pettijohn of Linn county 
all the bolters voted for Richard C 
Kerens of St. Louis, who was the 
strongest opponent of Niedringhaus in 
the caucus. The final baflot resulted 
as follows: Niedringhaus, 85; Cock 
rrll, 83; Kerens, 7; Pettijohn, 1. On 
the first ballot Niedrin^haus received 
87 votes, two less than necessary for 
election; Cockrell received 83 and 
Kerens 6. The defeat of Mr. Niedring- 
haus was predicted following a confer- 
ence of the Kerens men with their 
leader just before the meeting of the 
joint session. 


Mr. Niedringhaus, in speaking of the 


situation, said: "Yes, I was surprised 
at the action ol some of the Republi- 
cans. I can not understand why the 
representatives 
in the Republican 


party should allow themselves to be 
duped. When they understand the 
true conditions 1 am confident that the 
trouble will be ended." 


After the joint session adjourned 


the Republican members of the legis- 
lature held a conference. Representa- 
tive Bittinger was the only one of the 
men who bolted Niedringhaus who at- 
•ended. He took no part in the con- 
ference beyond listening to the discus- 
sion of the situation. A telegram from 
Major William Warner of Kansas City 
was read in which Major Warner 
stated that he would accept no office 
that might come to him through 
;reachery. Some members were in- 
clined to take this telegram as indi 
eating that he would not accept the 
senatorial preferment if a bolt was 
made in his favor and consummated. 
The conference selected a committee 
to see that all members were present 
at the next joint session and to ar- 
range for pairs with Democrats if any 
members were absolutely unable to be 
on hand. Further than this nothing 
was accomplished. 


At the same time the Democratic 


members of the house held a caucus 
and discussed plans for reorganizing 


house and deposing Speaker Hill. 


No definite conclusions were reached,

A 
conspicuous 
example 
of

chants in opinion concerning men and 
races of men was recently furnished 
•when all Britain united to do honor to 
Benjamin Disraeli, earl of Beacons- 
field, on the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of his birth. 


For many centuries the race from 


-which sprang this splendid exponent of 
Its abilities and capacities was pro- 
scribed in England. Secretly admitted 
in the time of Cromwell, the Jews 
were, almost until times within the 
memory of living men, despised and 
alien outcasts even in the only laud 
that offered them toleration. 
From 


this "peculiar people" came Disraeli, 
who with no other aid than that of 
education and native ability against 
the well nigh overwhelming prejudices 
of family, caste and wealth fought his 
way step by step from the position of 
a. pamphleteer and hustings orator to 
that of the highest statesman of the 
realm. 
When, after manifold strug- 


g\es, Disraeli won a seat in the house 
of commons, that body jeered at hi/m, 
at his .clothes, at his mannerisms. 
"They shall yet hear me!" sftid the 
young politician. His claim/'was mod- 
est, for before the close of )u'is long and 
active political career rjtarliament and 
the British public were not only glad 
to hear him, but to hearken to him with 
eager, respectful attention. 


•It is said that-' Disraeli—tbe title of 
Earl of BeacoJnsfield. was accepted only 
to, please hi£ wife—was tbe favorite 


'"~p*iS£afe"~nimTster of Queen Victoria. 
It 


is certain that none of the many other 
premiers of her long reign is more 
highly honored today by Britons, and 
Primrose day, April 19, the anniver- 
sary of. Beaconsfleld's death, is a holi- 
day devoted to the eulogy of his mem- 
ory. 


Although Disraeli was a member of 


the Church of England and was mar- 
ried to a Christian, he prided himself 
on his Jewish angestry and origin. That 
he—a descendant of a race but newly 
domiciled in Great Britain, the victims 
of -unthinking popular prejudice—rose 
to the very summit of fame and popu- 
larity •was ever to; him a source of the 
most intense gratification. 


A Jap's View of the Row In tbe East 


A short and clear statement of the 


causes which brought on the war in the 
east is given in Dr. K. Asakawa's re- 
cent book, "The Russo-Japanese Con- 
flict." The author graduated at Dart- 
mouth in 1899 and is now in the fac- 
ulty of that institution. 


Dr. Asakawa's work is based upon 


both private and official documents and 
shows an endless train of intrigue, du- 
plicity and prevarication on the part of 
Russia not alone in dealing with Japan, 
-but in her explanations and answers to 
other powers. And yet it is not clear 
from these documents that Russia bad 
any settled, preconceived policy in 
the east The czar, his ministers and 
advisers, likewise Viceroy Alexeieff. all 
talked different ways at different times. 
It is evident, however, that Russia 
meant to keep Manchuria from China 
once she had planted her troops in that 
territory. Russia's lack of a definite 
policy of her own accoujits in part for 
her blunders in meeting the emwgtracy 
•which Japan forced upon her.

Washington, Jan. 19.—News has

He succeeds Senor 
Sanavarri, who, it is understood, was 
displaced because of his advocacy of 
the settlement of the claims of the 
New York and Bermudez Asphalt com- 
pany by arbitration. General Ibarre is 
a nephew of the late Dictator Guzman 
Blanco, and married Miss Russell of 
Boston, daughter of a former Ameri- 
can minister to Venezuela, who was 
one of the diplomatic body expelled 
from Caracas by Blanco. Since the 
return of Mr. Bowen, American minis- 
ter to Caracas, to his post, the state 
department is renewing its efforts to 
secure the reference to arbitration of 
the asphalt case, to which President 
Castro thus far has been opposed. If 
these efforts fail the department will 
be obliged to take other me*ans to se- 
cure a settlement. 


Discussed Beef Trust. 


"Washington, Jan. 19.—Attorney Gen- 


eral Moody and Solomon H. Bethea, 
United States attorney for the north- 
ern district of Illinois, were in confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt for 
some time. It is presumed that some 
phases of the beef trust question were 
under consideration, as Mr. Bethea 
has figured as the government's repre- 
sentative in the Chicago federal courts 
in the steps heretofore taken against 
the beef trust The United States su- 
preme court now has under considera- 
tion the appeal of the packers from 
Judge Grosscup's 
injunction against 


them, and the conference may have 
been held with a view of determining 
in advance what action shall be taken

Mrs. Chadwick is now in jail a 


Cleveland awaiting trial, having been 
indicted on numerous counts, among 
them being charges that she forgec 
the name of the multimillionaire, An 
drew Carnegie, to notes aggregating 
nearly a million dollars. 


Mrs. Chadwick's career is shroudec 


in some mystery, but it is alleged that 
she was born in the early fifties in the 
province of Ontario, Canada; that hei 
name was Elizabeth Bigley and that 
her father was a poor farmer with 
eight children. She was heard from in 
Cleveland as the bride of a Dr. W. S. 
Springsteen, who married her, think- 
ing her to be an Irish heiress and cap- 
italist. On discovering the falsity ol 
these pretensions he deserted her. She 
afterward married C. L. Iloover, who 
on dying left her a •« ealthy widow with 
a son. Leaving Cleveland about 1888, 
she is said to have lived in Toledo un- 
der the name of Mine. Devere and to 
have practiced as a clairvoyant. Mme. 
Devere was tried for forgery and sen- 
tenced to a long term in the peniten- 
tiary, but was paroled after sarving 
only part of the term.

identified by the authorities there as 
the Devere woman. Mrs. Chadwick 
reappeared in Cleveland as a masseuse
